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People find it extremely easy to have 
completely contradicatory views of 

n packaging, all at the same time. So says 
Incpen's consumer research, released to 
Packaging News this month (sec pg 18). 
Overall, the consumer believes that there is too much 
packaging and 68 per cent feel that 'packaging is a major 
environmental problem.’ This response is generally 
evoked due to tne volume of rubbish generated and the 
difficulty of disposing of this rubbish. 

Interestingly, on initial consideration the people 
interviewed were neutral about packaging, but when 
provoked they only thought of the negative aspects. 
However it became clear that these negative views could 
be counter-balanced when challenged with the positive 
aspects such as convenience, hygiene and safety. 

So once again we have a piece of research which tells 
the packaging chain that they must communicate better 
with the public. Indeed, many in industry talk about 
this as a necessary goal. But when? 

Plans such as these are often talked about for ‘next 
year’ or ‘later oil* with little, or no resulting action. 
Some do try (see pg 39), but in isolation one wonders 
how effective this will be. Surely a group approach with 
some strong funding would be far more successful? 

The ‘industry’ and I would include the whole packag¬ 
ing chain in this (as the consumer probably believes that 
Cadbury’s make the boxes as well as the chocolates), can 
surely see the benefits of upping the image of packaging 
from just waste-in-the-making? 

After all, the consumer is better informed, some would 
argue misinformed, about packaging than was illicited 
from Incpen’s Gallup poll in 1975 (see pg 14). This found 
that 81 per cent of people agreed that packaging was 
wasteful and unneccessary. When asked for examples, 30 
per cent could not think of any, today they can, and do. 

How to influence the public is of course difficult, but 
did you know there has been a Museum of Advertising 
and Packaging for the last ten years? Indeed there has 
been, and one which could not only have helped in-the 
process of public education, but one with a figurehead 
that is well-known to the national media (see pg 31). 

The national media has always proved elusive to the 
industry so it seems odd that it has not capitalised on 
museum creator, Robert Opie’s impeccable contacts in 
this area. He could have perhaps got packaging on the 
tv, in the papers and on the radio for the ‘positive’ rea¬ 
sons Inpen’s research shows must be got across, rather 
than ‘negative ones’ that come naturally to the con¬ 
sumer. Backing for Robert Opie could be 
a first step to making the positive aspects 
of convenience, hygiene and safety come 
naturally to the consumer.

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M arketing advantages 
gained from the vac¬ 
uum packing of rice, 
maize flour and even corn¬ 
flakes in Italy could be applied 
in the UK, say machinery man¬ 
ufacturers, with hygiene and 
freshness as perceived benefits. 

With on-costs justified by 
health and product integrity 
considerations. Mol i no Nicoli 
is now vacuum packing its 
maize flour rather than carton¬ 
ing it as before. In warmer cli¬ 
mates especially, insect eggs 
can hatch out on maize flour 
unless ii is isolated from oxy¬ 
gen and the fat content may 
become rancid. 

But Nicoli is also produc¬ 
ing gas flushed packs of corn¬ 
flakes, as a way of competing 
with the better established 
brands. While there are no 
implications here for product

Gas- 
flushed packs of cornflakes are 
produced in 375g sizes. The

include different grain and 
cereal products. 

At least one major brand of 
rice in Italy is exploiting vacu¬ 
um packing as an added value 
feature in tv advertising. By 
using a thicker gauge of film, 
says md Luciana Calini, a 
smooth pack can be produced 
even with a granular product. 

While markets in southern 
Europe may demand more 


health safeguards, there arc few 
problems in the UK with dried 
rice simply packed in plastics, 
and little advantage to be 
gained in terms of shelf life, say 
supermarket buyers.

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EU waste directive is close 


On June 8, the Council of 
Ministers will meet to discuss 
its position on the European 
Union’s (EU) Packaging 
Directive. Government sources 
hint to PN that they may for¬ 
mally adopt the Directive (see 
PN May 1994). 

It is thought the Ministers 
wili accept unchallenged the 19 
amendments passed by the 
European Parliament in May. 
Earlier fears over increased 
recycling targets have subsided 
since MEPs failed to vote in 
the relevant amendments. 

However, if the Council 
decides to reject just one 
amendment it will trigger the 


co-decision procedure (sec PN 
April 1994). The European 
Commission cells PN it is 
proposing that the Council of 
Ministers adopt the amend¬ 
ments rather than face the less 
palatable conciliation process 
with MEPs. This would delay 
the Directive’s implementation 
by at least six months. 

The apparent readiness to 
adopt the Directive is tempered 
by the knowledge that much of 
it is unworkable. But such is 
the desperation to thwart 
MEPs attempts to reintroduce 
targets that the Directive looks 
set to be made law, if opposi¬ 
tion From certain member 


states to amendment 31 can be 
overcome. 

Adoption may hinge on 
the UK Treasury department's 
concern over the ambiguous 
reference to ‘economic instru¬ 
ments' in amendment 31. Spain 
and Belgium are also stalling 
on this point. They fear this 
may allow the EU to introduce 
environmental taxes. 

"Rapid adoption would 
enable Member States to har¬ 
monise elements of their 
national packaging waste man¬ 
agement strategies as early in 
their formulation as possible,” 
says British Plastics Federation 
issues director Philip Law.

Cost differentials between in- 
mould labelling and direct 
printing for plastics contain¬ 
ers, which have deterred many 
potential users, can now he 
reduced to a negligible 
amount, say plastics producers 
and moulders. 

With equipment such as 
label feeders available increas¬ 
ingly outside complete system 
sales, and therefore at lower 
costs, capital requirements are 
reduced, says film producer 
Hoechst. In addition, reduc¬ 
tions in the gauge of film and 
tub, which reinforce each other 
once combined in the mould, 
can cut materials costs. 

In all, Karlheinz Wolf of 
Hoechst estimates that the cost 
differentia! can be reduced to 
less than 10 per cent for square 
plastics containers. 

With more competition in 
the plastics label printing mar¬ 
ket, increasing capacity in 
existing printers and more effi¬ 
cient die-cutting for pre-cut 
labels, materials supplies arc 
also set to improve.

When the going got too hot, 
Datac got stuck in... 
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Cost and time savings across 
industry will result from the 
introduction of barcode stan¬ 
dards, say members of the 
CEN European standards 
committee, currently out for 
public review. 

Several standards arc likely 
to be made mandatory next 
year for public procurement 
usage throughout the EU, 
although commercial pressure 
will be the driving force behind 
implementation, says the BSI. 

A series of symbology- 
related standards arc among 
those currendy open for public 
review and are expected to be 
ready for adoption “in a few 
months".

Glass reigns over luxury goods sector 


Glass still loads die field as the 
main component in luxury 
packaging, holding 38 per cent 
of the market, with France 
remaining the most important 
contributor to the sector across 
all material and product types. 

While stressing that luxu¬ 
ry goods account for some 10 
per cent of the total packag¬ 
ing market in France, the 
director of the French Pack¬ 
aging Institute (IFEC) Jean- 
Paul Pothet showed that 
France has 47 per cent of the 
market worldwide, followed 
by Italy with f4 percent. 

In terms of materials, glass 
has a much higher profile in the 
packing of luxury goods com¬ 
pared with its share of 18 per 
cent of all packaging. Paper and 
board has 26 per cent of the 


market. Predictably, plastics are 
used proportionally less in the 
luxury sector than others. 

Speaking at a conference 
organised by Emballagc ‘94, 
Mr Pothet said that perfume 
and cosmetics account for FF 
40 thousand million (£4.5 
thousand million}, followed by 
champagne and cognac. 

Cautious iii'criictions

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We begin our six page celebration of the Industry Council for Packaging 
and the Environment's (Inopen) 20th birthday with technical director Jane 
Bickerstaffe examining the milestones that have Influencedpublic per¬ 
ceptions of packaging and the environment since the 1970s. 

Political and legislative landmarks are also charted In this special fea¬ 
ture, and we conclude with the first report of Inopen’s consumer research 
on today's consumer perceptions of packaging. 


I n 1971 Friends of the 
Earth dumped a load of 
non-refillable glass soft 
drinks bottles on the pave¬ 
ment in front of Schweppes' 
offices, an act which effec¬ 
tively drew the battle lines 
between environmentalists 
and the packaging industry. 
Packaging was in the lime¬ 



light, as these discarded bottles 
on the pavement coincided 
with a growing awareness of 
the scarcity of natural 
resources. The oil crisis of the 
early 70s certainly focused 
attention on the importance of 
resource efficiency. 

In the 70s, as now, and as a 
result of general environmental 
awareness, packaging waste 
and litter began to receive criti¬ 
cism, simply because it was so 
visible. Environmentalists had 
captured the media’s imagina¬ 
tion and the attention given to 
their claims led to greater pub¬ 
lic concern about litter, which 
was immediately, and still is, 
equated with packaging. 

In a Gallup survey com¬ 
missioned by Incpen in 1975, 
81 per cent of people agreed 


that packaging was waste!ul 
and unnecessary. When asked 
for examples, a third uf people 
could not think of any. This 
suggested that although there 
was a high level of general 
concern about packaging, it 
was not related to consumers’ 
own experience with the 
goods they bought.

The public concern about litter 
continued, even though a cam¬ 
paign by The Keep Britain 
Tidy Group tried to emphasise 
that litter was actually a social

At the same time however, 
environmentalists were point’ 
■'MS tlle at industrj-, call 
ing for it to solve the liu« 
problem with the introduction 
of biodegradable packaging. 
The thinking was, that if pb 
tics were made to break down 
then they would be less ojec- 
tionable if littered. 

This tended to leave the 
general public confused, toa 
certain degree, about who vis 
ultimately responsible. 

By 1976, the public wu 
given its chance to participate 
in the environmental debate 
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when the first bottle banks 
were launched in the UK. In 
1978 Incpen set up the first 
Packaging Council to oversee a 
basic Code of Practice pro¬ 
duced through the work of the 
Government's Waste Manage¬ 
ment Advisor)' Council. 

The 1980s saw the empha¬ 
sis shift from concern about 
conservation of resources to 
the garbage crisis or solid 
waste issue. By this time, envi¬ 
ronmentalists in the US and 
Europe who were leading atti¬ 
tudes on environmental issues, 
had stopped calling for 
biodegradable packaging and 
started campaigning for 


recyclable packaging. 

As far as packaging was con¬ 
cerned, the public started talk¬ 
ing about waste instead of 
litter, although in man)’ 
minds these arc still 
the same thing.

One thing that certainly 
focused the spotlight on pack¬ 
aging was the launch of the 
‘Green Consumer Guide’, 
which brought the packag- 
ing/environtneut issue into 
consumers* buying decisions. 

Nearly half way through 
the 1990s, the emphasis is shift¬ 
ing again. This time towards a 
broader approach that is closer 
to the concerns about resource 
conservation in the 70s than 
the solid waste concerns of the 
80s. The debate is now charac¬ 
terised by a much greater focus 
on derailed research. 

Some issues such as efes are 
no longer with us but others 
remain. The assumption that 
refillablcs arc better than one 


trips is still with us, despite the 
fact that all the evidence shows 
neither is inherently better 
than the other, but the cam¬ 
paigns continue and the public 
supports them. 

In 1992 Incpen set tip the 
Packaging Standards Council 
to deal with consumers' con¬ 
cerns about packaging. Already 
much more active than its 70s 
precursor, the ESC has been 
welcomed by consumers, gov¬ 
ernment and industry. 

It is to the credit oi the 
environmental movement that 
industrialists and policy mak¬ 
ers now include environmental 
considerations in their deci¬ 
sions. The challenge for the 
packaging industry is to con¬ 
tinue to demonstrate by action, 
that it cares for the environ¬ 
ment and is responsive to con¬ 
sumers’ concerns.

F irst strike in the battle for milk in this period 
- which continues to rage in the 1990s - was 
made in March 1962 when Rock ware Glass 
began trialling a lightweight, one pint milk 
bottle in the York area. It weighed 1 -loz, 
which was 3oz less than the standard version. 

Bottles were the same height and diameter as 
the original, so as to run on existing filling lines, 
but weight reductions were to be seen on the 
neck and base. 

By September of the same year, PN was lead¬ 
ing its franc page with news of the Express Dairy 
Co usingTctra Pak cartons for all its half pint 
milk delieveries in London. Mr W Bell, chairman 
of Express Dairy confirmed dtat Express hoped 
eventually to convert all shop sales to cartons, 
including the one pint size, while continuing to 
use glass bottles for the majority of doorstep 
deliveries. 

Express spent a lot of time explaining the 
change to the consumer of the half pint size 
through letters and follow up interviews. 

These outlined the reasons for die switch, 
advice on handling the cartons and their disposal 
when empty. 

By January 1963, two Midlands-based dairies 
were selling their milk on the doorstep via Pure 
Pak, gable-topped cartons. Mr Goodwin, md of 
one of the dairies said he had no doubt of the 
future of paper packages for milk. He was, appar¬ 
ently, one of the first dairymen to use cartons for 
the shop trade and other retail outlets that did not 
want the hassle of handling returnable containers. 

* Today, housewives in the Swedish town of 
Morala arc buying milk in the world’s first square 
Tctra Paks. This rectangular shaped milk carton 
retains almost all of the desirable characteristics of 
the original Tetra Pak, a plastics-coatcd paper 
tetrahedron made from a single web of material 
and filled and sealed by machine.*’

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EU states prepare to 
meet the Directive 


fn Sweden no packaging legis¬ 
lation has been passed as yet 
but the latest environmental 
initiative by the environment 
ministry is an Ecocycle Bill 
with recycling targets. 

The main thrust of the liiit 
is to encourage producer 
responsibility and dates have 
been set for sectors under 
which they must comply. Olof 
Johansson, Sweden’s Minister 
for the Environment, believes: 
“Manufacturers will show 
greater interest in turning out 
products that can be recovered 
or recycled." 

Only two sectors, glass and 
corrugated board, are currently 
complying with the producer 
responsibility targets. Ocher 
sectors were due to comply as 
of July t but this looks increas¬ 
ingly unlikely, a spokesperson 
for the environment ministry 
tells Packaging News. 

At the beginning of June the 


government is cxpectcJ to 
finalise the recycling targets for 
each packaging sector, following 
the publication ol an interim 
report by the Swedish Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency on 
the proposed targets. 

Under the Bill, targets of 
over 90 per cent by 1997 had 
been proposed for glass bot¬ 
tles, aluminium cans and pet 
bottles. However, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency has 
suggested much lower targets 
of 30 per cent recycling or 
reuse for plastics and paper; 50 
per cent for aluminium and 
sheet steel. 

An additional objective of 
20 per cent energy recovery 
from plastics and paper must 
also be reached by the year 
2000. A total recycling level of 
70 per cent has been set for all 
materials by then. 

The proportion of packag¬ 
ing in household waste is cur¬ 
rently estimated at 25 per cent 
by weight and 50 per cent by 
volume. The government pro¬ 
poses that plastics that are 
derived from finite natural 
resource should be recovered 
and recycled on a greater scale. 

Heavily pollutant plastic 
materials should be avoided 


altogether, and support should 
be given to the development of 
alternative plastics manufac¬ 
tured from renewable raw 
materials. The use of chlorinat¬ 
ed plastics such as pvc in prod¬ 
ucts with a short service life 
will be phased out. 

Waste to energy recovery 
is a key option within the gov¬ 
ernment's waste management 
strategy and about 56 per cent 
of municipal waste is recovered 
in this way. 

Since January, household¬ 
ers have been required to sepa¬ 
rate their household waste into 
separate containers for metals 
and plastics, paper, cardboard 
and glass. This is in addition to 
the existing requirements for 
separating newspapers, alu¬ 
minium cans and bottles made 
of glass and plastics. The aver¬ 
age material recovery rate is 
around 16 per cent. 

To further encourage sort¬ 
ing at source a waste tax is 
being discussed.

As the European Union's packaging Directive 
continues its route to adoption, member states 
stiii have time to elaborate their response to 
packaging problems. Camlia Reed looks at the 
action of some of our European counterparts 


Efforts to get the ccotax 
thrown out permanently by 
appealing to the European 
Court of Justice have fallen on 
deaf ears so far. However, the 
BCME along with other pack- 
aging associations is pinning its 
hope on the EU Packaging 
Directive Council of Ministers’ 
position which says that 
reusable and recyclable ate 
equally valid. 

"National legislation such 
as the Belgian ccorax , whose 
fundamental objective is pre¬ 
cisely to discriminate between 
these different packaging sys¬ 
tems and materials should 
finally become illegal under 
European Law.’’ 




have had a Belgian Francs 15 
per litre tax and Belgian Francs 
7 on drinks cans and smaller 
plastics containers. These have 
been deferred until December 
31 so that industry can meet 
the exemption conditions. 

Beverage CanMakers of 
Europe (BCME) tells PN that: 
"The moves by the main Bel¬ 
gian mineral water producer, 
Spadel and major retailer Col- 
ruyt to dramatically increase 
the use of refillables does not 
help industry efforts to 
demonstrate how unacceptable 
the law’s prime reliance on 
refillables is for the modern 
market place." 

Refill quotas have been 
introduced: 60 per cent for soft 
drinks and 95 per cent for 
beers by 1998. In addition, 
there are short-term recycling 
quotas for non-reusable drinks 
containers - 80 per cent in 1998 
for metal. 




Norwegians have been paying 
more for their pint since the 
beginning of the year with the 
introduction of two taxes on 
disposable drinks packaging, 
including retumablcs. 

A basic charge of 70 ore 


has been introduced on all 
drinks packaging, while a spe- 
cial environmental tax of 3 
kroner is being levied on 
wines, beers, spirits and car¬ 
bonated drinks and 30 ore on 
non-cnrbonntcd and non-alco- 
holic drinks. 

Only milk, and drinks 
made from coffee, tea and 
cocoa arc exempt from the 
environmental tax, which is 
reduced according to tht 
returnable content of the 
packaging. 

Packaging with a return¬ 
able share of 0-25 per cent pays 
the full tax, packaging with 26- 
94 per cent returns pays a grad¬ 
ual ly diminishing tax, and 
drinIss packaging where 95 per 
cent or more is returnable will 
be exempt from the tax. 

How much the tax will he 
reduced between the 26 per 
cent to 94 per cent band is still 
being negotiated by industry 
and the government. 

Undoubtedly, the packag¬ 
ing industry is critical of the 
taxes claiming they do not 
form part of any coherent 
strategy and arc unlikely to 
have any positive effect other 
than fill the Treasury's coffers. 
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The Southern Spanish region 
of Andalucia, has just 
approved an Environmental 
Protection Law, which will 
improve enforcement and reg¬ 
ulation of environmental prac¬ 
tices in the region. Packaging 
waste falls under the Environ¬ 
mental Control section of the 
law. Recycling, waste reduc¬ 
tion and the methods of treat¬ 
ment for each waste stream arc 
detailed, the Junta de A tidal u- 
cia tells PN. 

There are now aver 22,000 
Orwak balers and In-house 
waste compactors operating In 
55 countries. Some 10,000 of 
the machines now In use have 
been supplied to UK customers 
by Orwak Unlay Ltd (0202 
665177). TftB 0020 baler Is tfiB 
latest baler to be launched, 
which has a top loading multi- 
chamber all SBrvod by a single 
moveable baling head. 

Results from two Scandinavian 
refuse derived fuel and packag¬ 
ing derived fuel programmes, 
supported by the APME con¬ 
clude that Europe could save 
£1000 million a year in non- 
rcnewable fossil fuels. Results 


of the programmes together 
demonstrate that combustihli- 
packaging, mainly plastics and 
paper (1.2 per cent of Europe’s 
total waste) can be converted 
into a fuel with a higher energy 
value than peat, wood or 
brown coal. 

TIMC0N, the timber packaging 
and pallet confederation, is 
supporting an Incentive by the 
World Wildlife Fund for Nature 
that could result In an Inter¬ 
nationally recognised certifi¬ 
cate for timber from 
environmentally acceptable 
sources with an Independent 
body to oversea certification 
of sustalnabla timber. 

The European Commission 
continues to debate with repre¬ 
sentatives of Member States the 
unresolved differences on the 
EU Directive oil the landfill of 
waste. Problems still remain 
over co-disposal, preferential 
treatment of small landfills and 
the waste acceptance criteria. 

System Hygienics (0323 
52009B) has pioneered a duct¬ 
work cleaning method Into 
airhandling systems In packag¬ 
ing plants. The Jetvent system 
enables up to 100 meters ol 
ductwork to ba cleaned 
through one access point. 
Because the system uses a 


air dislodging technique, 
potentially hazardous contami¬ 
nants arB held completely 
safely by an extraction unit.

Robert Opie believes 
that his Museum of 
Advertising and Pack¬ 
aging Is an Ideal medi¬ 
um for the Industry to 
promote the benefits of 
packaging to the gener¬ 
al public , He talks 
about his ambitious 
plans to Gail Lea. 

•Ht is ten years since Robert 
*5 Opie opened his Museum of 
?£ Advertising and Packaging 
: 'v in Gloucester Docks, and in 
Bichat time over half a million 
people have been to visit. 

As well as reaching the 
public through these displays, 

Mr Opie himself has adorned 
many a Sunday supplement, 
appeared on tv programmes 
such as You Bet! and Challenge 
Anneka and taken pan in radio 
programmes such as Mclvyn 
Bragg’s Start the Week. 

In short, he is 'Mr Packag¬ 
ing’ to the national media, 
whether press, tv or radio. It 
seems somewhat odd therefore, 
that the packaging industry 
itself has not capitalised on his 
impeccable contacts. Indeed, it 
is one of the few groups where 
his contacts are weakest. 

“I have never gained any 
direct support from the packag¬ 
ing industry,” he says. “We 
have tried over the years to gain 
sponsorship, but there always 
seems other things for them to 
spend their money on.” 

■ “Never had 
support from

He believes passionately in 
learning from the past and 
thinks that packaging should 
form part of children’s social 
history education. “Packaging 
along with retailing, advertising 
and the product itself makes up

the consumer society we live in 
today and these should be 
looked at in an historical con¬ 
text," he explains. 

"My gut feeling is that you 
have to understand the past to 
understand the present and 
therefore understand how to 
make the future better.” 

Back in 1963, and while still 
at school, Mr Opie started col¬ 
lecting modern packaging and 
has been researching the history 


of packaging since 1%9. In 
1975 he set up an exhibition at 
the Victoria and Albert Muse¬ 
um in London called The Pack 
Age - A Century of Wrapping 
It Up. It caused a hell of a stir, 
he says and it was the only time 
the V&A had to lock its doors. 
He doesn’t think it was just 
because a Wombles exhibition 
was running concurrently... 

It got unprecedented press 
coverage with The Times cov¬ 


ering it three or four times in its 
eight week run as well as several 
mentions in die Sunday papers. 

In The exhibition’s accom¬ 
panying leaflet Mr Opie wrote: 
"Whether or not the social his¬ 
torian of the future will look 
back on the past hundred years 
as being the Pack Age, remains 
to be seen. Certainly they 
would be justified in doing so.” 

Mr Opie formed his com¬ 
pany with Edward Garling - 


whom he had first met on a 
fund-raising visit to Metal Box 
- in the early 1980s, and the 
museum opened its doors in 
August 1984. A steady stream 
of visitors have since been wel¬ 
comed by Mr Garling and his 
wife Jan, including a huge num¬ 
ber of school cliildren - tomor¬ 
row’s consumer. 

Currently, the many highly 
visual displays arc set up to rep¬ 
resent nostalgia, but Mr Opie

“Our museum is an 
absolutely ideal location for 
persuading people of the bene¬ 
fits in a fun arena,” he says.

The 
reason why not, is unfortunate¬ 
ly, the lack of funding. 

Mr Opie would also like to 
chart the history of around 300 
key English brands, such as 
Oxo, Ovaltinc, Colmans, Cad¬ 
bury and Lyons. Our museum 
was set up from a nosc.ilic point | 
of view to please the public, he 
says, so we do not show the 
technical changes or innova¬ 
tions in context at present. 

"There is a lot more we 
could do for the packaging 
industry,” he says. “A hit of 
sponsorship would start to 
transform the place. 

"1 can, in part, understand 
industry’s reluctance to support 
a venture such as this: but the 
a potential for influencing public 
x opinion is there for the taking,” 
e he says.

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Promoting plastics benefits 


A conscious shift is tak¬ 
ing place in the APME 
(Association of Plastics 
Manufacturers in Europe) from 
being an organisation primarily 
addressing environmental 
issues to one concerned with 
communicating the benefits of 
plastics to a wider public. 

As an association it repre¬ 
sents 40 European polymer 
producers, accounting for 
some 90 per cent of Western 
Europe’s production capacity. 

Its area of concern extends 
from the raw material of oil as 
far as plastics granules, but no 
further, and though they will 
liaise and exchange informa¬ 
tion, there are no formal links 
with the national plastics 
industry bodies. 

When the association was 
set up in the mid 1970s, the 
impetus was towards perpetu¬ 
ating the growth in the use of 
plastics and their contribution 
to European economies. 
According to a 1975 statement 
of aims, APME set 
out to “coordinate 
and support all 
efforts aiming to 
further the safe pro- ^ 

duction and safe and 
economical applica¬ 
tion of plastics, and 
thereby contribute |0k 

to common techno- 
logical progress". 

A lot can be 
learned about the 
APME and its pri- 
oritics in the 1990s ^ 

from the back¬ 
grounds of the asso¬ 
ciation’s directors, 
in particular direc- ThB logo 
tor general Nancy 
Russotto. 

Originally from the USA, 
Mrs Russotto obtained her law 
degree in Belgium, and it was 
for this expertise and her 
knowledge of EC institutions 
that she was taken on by the 
APME’s pvc group in 1988. In 
the intervening years, the leg¬ 
islative challenge facing the 
industry was the primary con¬ 
cern. Her contribution to the 
APME soon went far beyond 
the pvc group, and she took 
over as director general in 


Since its creation In the 1970s , the Association 
of Plastics Manufacturers In Europe (Apme) has 
Increasingly found Itself reacting to 
environmental pressure groups and the threat 
of legislation. Now the door Is open to the 
Apme’s more positive promotion of Its 
members’ products , writes Paul Gander. 


October 1990. 

Meanwhile, the need to 
demonstrate the industry's 
ability to come up with its own 
environmental solutions to 
waste issues had led to the for¬ 
mation of the Plasties Waste 
Management Institute 
(PWMI). Last year this was 
fully integrated into the associ¬ 
ation as its technical and envi¬ 
ronmental centre. 

Fred Mader, director of the 
PWMI, became the deputy 
director general of APME. A 
chemist by profession. Dr 
Mader has spent much of his 
working life with Hoechst. 

With the association’s con¬ 
tribution to technical and envi¬ 
ronmental debates already

developed and its Brussels 
headquarters at the centre of 
the European legislative spi¬ 
der’s web, communications 
remained as the fourth area left 
to master. 

Alan Griffiths, communi¬ 
cations director, heads a small 
team in Brussels but also a 
European network involving 
10 different pr and communi¬ 
cations companies. The aim 
was to reach opinion formers 
with the industry's own mes¬ 
sages, counteracting those - 


largely critical of plastics - 
from environmental groups. 

Since 1992 the quarterly 
Packaging Communique has 
been sent to over 12,000 senior 
managers around Europe, high¬ 
lighting environmental issues. 
Briefings and visits have been 
arranged for journalists, with 
given media rclatiuns aims each 
year backed up by a stream of 
literature and research. 

The association structures 
itself both in terms of polymers 

- with ten product committees 

- and other sector-based com¬ 
mittees dealing, for example, 
with food packaging. 

Packaging has received 
most attention up until now, 
but increasing importance is 
being given to 
issues involving 
other “priority 
waste streams": 
automotive, elec¬ 
trical products 
and the building 
industry.

"We’ve learned from pack¬ 
aging chat you shouldn’t let 
pressure build up to the extent 
that you start to lose markets, 
and should never take for grant¬ 
ed that the public will have a 
certain perception of your 
material,*’ says Mrs Russotto. 

Thc lessons learned from 
thc lead up to the packaging 
directive can now be applied to 


other sectors where, says Mrs 
Russotto, thc association will 
muve much faster. She denies 
that one of APME’s principal 
roles will be over with the final 
draft of thc packaging direc¬ 
tive. For a start, she says, the 
review mechanism will prove 
to be a vital pan of the direc¬ 
tive for the industry. 

Among its membership, 
thc APME has access to a huge 
pool of technical expertise. 
Ecobalance information is col¬ 
lected and communicated by 
the association, so avoiding 
duplication and lending 
authority to the data. There are 
strong links with thc North 
American and Japanese equiva¬ 
lents of the organisation, says 
Mr Griffiths, as well as vertical 
links with the petrochemical 
and chemical industries. 

Among recent successful 
projects initiated by the APME 
was the Pan-European bottle 
recycling initiative, which got 
underway in May 1993. Hav¬ 
ing identified dtis as a key area 
where the fcasability of differ¬ 
ent collection, recycling, end 
market and other waste man¬ 
agement options could be 
assessed, APME has set out to 
collect as much data as possible. 

As an extension of this 
project, Pctcore (pet container 
recycling Europe) has been sec 
up by plastics producers and 
converters to promote the col¬ 
lection and recycling of pet. 

Thc technical and environ¬ 
mental centre of the APME 
divides its data collection activ¬ 
ities into two areas: sectorial - 
looking at packaging and the 
other three major sectors - and

integrated waste management. 
Task forces comprising experts 
from member companies con¬ 
centrate on each of thc sectors, 
but also on the mechanical 
recycling, feedstock recycling 
and energy recovery aspects of 
waste management. 

End results could be lifecy¬ 
cle analyses, cost/bcncfit evalu¬ 
ations and cooperation with 
EU bodies. Life cycle analysis 
collated by the APME for indi¬ 
vidual polymers can be applied 
to the point where granules are 
formed, or extended to the 
converted pack. At a certain 
point individual companies’ 1 
own research must take over, 
says Dr Mader, but the 
APME’s own research is also 
now concentrating on the 
waste management end. 

There is a budget for 
technically oriented studies, 
such as incinerator tests in 
Finland, which arc soon to be 
followed up in Japan. 

Large amounts of research 
by APME members are going 
into such areas as Refuse 
Derived Fuel (all combustibles 
from municipal solid waste) 
and Packaging Derived Fuel 
(just fibre and plastics). 

In some areas such as feed¬ 
stock recycling, association menv 
bers arc keen to apply their own 
tedinalogy to come up with thc 
optimum solution themselves. In 
Europe, local legal requirements 
mean that most activity to date - 
most recently with BASF - has 
taken place in Germany.

The IGD works on behalf 
of the grocery industry and its 
preliminary research into this 
area showed that there were a 
great number of accidents asso¬ 
ciated with opening food and 
drink packaging. These findings 
prompted the IGD to conduct 
its own survey. 

In June '92, the IGD pub¬ 
lished a detailed consumer sur¬ 
vey, conducted in association 
wirh Birmingham University, 
which identified the pmblenis 
consumers experienced when 
opening grocery packs. 

This outlined many prob¬ 
lems including injuries, spill 
products and consumers requir¬ 
ing assistance in the opening 
task. Interestingly, 4X per cent 
of respondents said they would 
not pay more for better pack 
design as they felt it should he 
part of the product i»n offer. If 
better solutions were available, 
however, they would buy these.

Ethical dilemma 


T echnology licensing 
manager of Rcckitt & 
Cohnan Products Ltd, 
Colin Scaife outlined the 
dilemma for over the counter 
(ore) and ethical product man¬ 
ufacturers in trying to preserve 
integrity while providing easy 
access for consumers 

He did, however argue that 
industry had to develop prod¬ 
ucts with proven efficacy which 
could be taken easily and most 
importantly, dosage regimes 
could be complied with. 

There is a growing per¬ 
centage of the population for 
whom consumer-friendly 
packaging is becoming essen¬ 
tial, he said, but legislation 
and public opinion arc forc¬ 
ing manufacturers to adopt 
specific packaging styles and 
closure systems with little or 
no regard given to ‘in-usc’ 
performance, especially ease 
of opening. 

He argued that the greatest 
control on the packaging 
industry will be in the Direc¬ 
tives emanating from the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament. For example, 
the implementation of the 
Medicinal Products Labelling 
and Leaflet! ng Directive.

Innovative 
packaging could therefore be 
perceived as an extravagance in 
this context, he said. 

Easy open packaging is 
more likely to be developed by 
the manufacturer of a new 
medicinal product, lie said as 
generics manufacturers have to 
sell their products in a very 
price sensitive market. 

A possible answer is ro 
progress the introduction of 
Patient Pack Dispensing, but 
under current legislation these 
too would have to be tamper 
evident and child resistant. 


“The frustration lelt by con¬ 
sumers about packaging is sim¬ 
mering below the surlace anil 
ready to boil over at tlu- first 
opportunity," Chris Griffin, 
ind of PI Design Consultants 
told ihe symposium. 

This was the initial indica¬ 
tion of consumer research 
com missioned by the company 
and presented at the seminar 
fur the first time. Indeed, open- 
ability was the major problem 
consumers identified, as 90 per 
cent of females questioned and 
72 per cent of males raised it as 
a problem urea. 

"Opening is the issue that 
has had the highest level of 
consumer dissatisfaction and 
has been raised with nearly all 
pack types," said Mr Griffin. 
As one male respondent in his 
mid 20’s said: “1 can't believe 
that I still have to struggle to 
get into a bag of crisps.” 

PI Design surveyed 100 
people, although these numbers 
will increase .is it continues. 

Of those questioned, 16 per 
cent had some kind of disabil¬ 
ity, defined as arthritis at 60 per 
cent, ‘weak wrists’ or lack of 
strength accounted for around 
30 per cent and 10 per cent had 
problems with eyesight. 

As well as pack types such 
as the perennial sardine can. 
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Chris Griffin, md of PI Resign: Opening Is the Issue that has the 
highest levels of consumer dissatisfaction across all pack types 


consumers also had prohlems 
with such things as cellophane 
wraps, the coding of products, 
tamper evident closures, bot¬ 
tles, cartons and cans. “In fact, 
dissatisfaction was across all 
pack types," said Mr Griffin. 

The presentation addressed 
the relationship in design terms 
between the product, pack and 
user, and according to Mr Grif¬ 
fin, brand owners need to 
address the issue sooner rather 
than later. As well as listening 
to the consumer, designers 
must also observe the con¬ 
sumer in action, he argued. 

“The brief for delivering 
easy opening options will never 
be communicated by asking 


the consumer," he said. “ I he 
only way is to observe the con¬ 
sumer from the point of pur¬ 
chase Through to the use and 
ultimately, the disposal 

“It is more likely that oth¬ 
ers will try to com promise the 
design during development to 
meet their individual objec¬ 
tives, thereby taking the design 
off the original target,” he said. 
Asked whether PI Design were 
currently given openability as 
part of a brief, he said that 
although it often formed part 
of the initial thinking, it rarely 
survived to the prototype stage, 
not alone to the store.

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Keynote opening address 


The keynote speaker at the 
Easy Open symposium was 
The Earl of Arran, Parliamen¬ 
tary Under Secretary of State at 
the Department of the Envi¬ 
ronment, who began by stating 
the essential role that food 
packaging plays in society. 

“Key to the problems 
however are that there is too 
little, too much or, I would 
argue, too much bad packag¬ 
ing,” he said. He did however 
believe that die industry was 
waking up to die issue of con¬ 
sumer perception of packaging. 
“The industry needs to give 
consumers packaging diat diey 
would choose,” he said. 

He went on to highlight 
the work of the Packaging 


Standards Council (sec PN - 
May 94, pg l and 2) and the 
importance his department 
places on it. He believes that it 
will prove to be a valuable 
channel for consumers and will 
play an important part in the 
whole issue of openability. 

It will also be an effective 
channel of complaint about 
packaging, he said. 

He also outlined the 
importance of the Producer 
Responsiblity Industry Group 
and its plans for dealing with 
packaging waste in the UK. 

“I would urge all of those 
involved of the need to get the 
right balance between all of 
the demands made on packag¬ 
ing,” he said.

“The milk carton is synony¬ 
mous with ‘difficult’ to open 
packages, being rated second 
overall by the IGD’s research 
(see pg 34) and only pipped to 
the number one spot of 
ignominy by the sardine can," 
said James Bryant, marketing 
manager - dairy of Terra Pak. 

But, some milk cartons can 
now be opened by both the 
aged and people with disabili¬ 
ties, he said, following the 
recent launches of ‘easy open’ 
options from the company 
such asTctraTop. 

Tetra Recap juice cartons 
have also been successfully 


assessed by research company 
Consult ABLE (sec facing) , 
which specialises in testing 
products on groups of disabled 
people. In its research, ten out 
of twelve users preferred the 
RcCap over a Tetra Brik with 
perforations and ro a bottle. 

As these results demon¬ 
strate, some packages in nur 
portfolio have proved success¬ 
ful in research, hut this is only 
the beginning, be said. These 
packs and new ones will be 
developed to enable further 
improvement in opening and 
closing performance and 
importantly, minimise cost.

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Reflective label material 
adds barcode scan power 


A highly reflective self- 
adhesive label material 
which when used on 
barcodes can increase the scan¬ 
ning distances of long-range 
scanners is now available in 
the UK from 3M, known as 
Scotchmark 3929. 

3M tells PN that the dis¬ 
tance depends on the ambient 
lighting and the scanner and 
the limitations that it has, but

A system for bcncath-thc- 
counter carrier bag loading 
which takes the task away from 
the consumer is being used as 
one of die checkout options in 
three Safeway stores. 
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Integrated into the check¬ 
out, the Chcck-a-Bag system 
from Linpae Machinery Ser¬ 
vices operates beneath twin 
trapdoors easily within reach 
of the cashier. After each item 
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Check-A-Bag unit supplied by Llnpac to Safeway, Reading 


has been weighed or scanned it 
is placed in the bag, which is 
pulled from the reel and auto¬ 
matically opened by jaws 
under the counter. 

Each of the twin checkouts 
at Safeway has two apertures, 
allowing operators to switch 
from one to the other and not 
stop between bags or when 
one reel runs out. Packed bags 
arc conveyed to the back of the 
checkout for the customer. 

“A number of bagging sys¬ 
tems have been developed, but 
trials showed it was impossible 
for operators to maintain high 
standards of performance with 
them," says Tony Watt, man¬ 
agement services director at 
Safeway. He adds that the 
retailer felt standards could be 
met with the Linpae system. 

Stops the drop 

Loading operates in two phas¬ 
es to ensure that products do 
not get dropped the full depth 
of the bag, and possibly dam¬ 
aged. A mechanism at first 
closes off the bottom half of 
the carrier, which is only 
opened up once sensors signal 
that the first portion of the bag 
is full. The same sensors indi¬ 
cate when the bag is ready for 


removal, and ensure that 
cashiers’ hands arc never 
caught in the trapdoor. The - 
original system was bigger, 
noisier and more costly, says 
Safeway. The improved system 
operates in stores in Reading, 
Stirling and Petts Wood, Kent. 

Nine or ten a bag 

“Every bag that leaves those 
checkouts is full of product. 
Rather than the previous aver¬ 
age of four or five items, you I 
arc getting nine or ten in a 
bag,” says Brian Hall, md of 
Linpae Machinery Services 
{Otterspool Way, Watford, 
Herts WD2 8LD - tel: 0923 
233b76, fax: 256007). 

Consumers most likely to 
use and benefit from the sys¬ 
tem are the elderly, disabled 
and mothers with children, 
Safeway believes. Manual 
packing by store staff is expect¬ 
ed to be maintained as an 
option, even where Chcck-a- 
Bag is offered. The retailer 
stresses that the proportion of 
checkouts with the system will 
vary from new store to store, 
depending on the expected 
customer profile.

Cost is cited as the main 
reason for this, hut equally 
environmental, quality and 
presentational concerns arc 
strong drivers. 

Sappi Specialities’ 

Kcysham mill is now produc¬ 
ing twist wrap waxed papers 
for the pharmaceutical and 
confectionery markets after a 
long layoff period. 

Only two mills in Europe 
currently make twist wrap 
papers since they were all dri¬ 
ven out of business by the 
switch to plastics. But the tide 
seems to be turning, and over 
the last two years twist wrap 
papers have achieved around 
45 percent market penetration 
both in the UK and Northern 
Europe. 

Marika Graham, European 
commercial development man¬ 
ager ar Sappi Specialities tells 
PN that the success of the twist 
wrap papers “lias been due to 
production savings of 30 per 
cent for companies switching 
to paper, wirli no major tool¬ 
ing or machinery costs, as the 
paper runs on rheir existing 
machinery.” 

Equally, Bui* 1 luglies, gen¬ 
eral sales manager at Gar- 
rongrove Paperboard Mill, 
lnveresk pie, tells PN that the 
move from pp boxes lor video 
tapes into a speciality paper 
board pack was price driven. 

Quality ami environmental 
concerns are behind Safeway 
supermarket’s decision in 
shortly “provide paper bags 
for mushrooms and some 
other fresh produce since it 
keeps rhe vegetables fresher for 
longer", a spokeswoman for 
Safeway informs PN. 

The strength of any spe¬ 
ciality paper lies in its ability to 
identify its niche and respond 
to some technical difficulty. 
For Sappi it was the different 
waxing techniques used: in-line 
or dip-waxing which affects 
the paper’s performance and 
behaviour. The company also 
overcame fears associated with 
using waxes in contact with 
food. These are now food 
grade approved. 

By experimenting with 
pulps and waxes Sappi (tel: 
0865 516011) says it has learnt 
to keep the moisture in the 
wrapper when dip-waxing. 
This is achieved by pre-treating 
the paper so that the paper 
does not lose its twist and stay- 
wrapped qualities. 

Different types of twist 
paper have been developed - 
Uni cote twist wrap which 
accepts metallic inks and is 
used generally for confec¬ 
tionery, and Albos twist wrap 
which is used for tablet sweets, 
and lozenges. 

“Problems with leaky tof¬ 
fees were overcome by drop¬ 
ping the sweets in the aqueous 
wax, which then liquidises 
quickly around the sweet and. 
as the machine twists at point 
of hold, it holds the sweet 
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Cantons boosted by 
consumer cootacts 
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lixed. Toffees can now be 
packed in bulk and sold to hot- 
ter climates because they won't 
leak," Ms Graham tells PN. 

Mr Hughes of Car- 
rongrove (tel: 0324 823222) 
s.ivs that the Gemini range of 
papers usually caters for the 
luxury end of the marker. It it 
however also used in products 
as diverse as mousse pots to 
pharmaceutical casings, to 
video cassette holders. 

The shift towards paper- 
board packaging for video cas¬ 
settes has primarily been driven 
by cost. However, in order to 
use a board the problem arose 
ol maintaining a clean environ¬ 
ment and so not contaminating 
the video cassettes ill cm selves. 

Gemini G2-S is coated on 
both sides and cuts cleanly 
therefore it does not shed dust 
ami debris. On a heavy gram- 
mage, the coating seals in the 
lib re on both sides so that it 
does not contaminate tliciape, 
says die company. 

Gemini comes either single

hi double coated on both sides, 
and goes up to 500g. In addi¬ 
tion, Gemini Embossed isa 
i.liige ol 16 pal terns, IfiOguuM 
5Q0gMii with an emboss on one 
side and smooth on the oilier 
side ol the board.

Currently, lnveresk is 
developing Gemini Mould 
I nhibitor Treated Board, for 
soap products. Although Mr 
Hughes admits that the pro¬ 
duction of Gemini has been 
upgraded to a point that it is 
almost it mi good for packaging, 
this same high quality is what 
is demanded by customers for 
luxury items. 

Mr Hughes says lnveresk 
tries to balance bulk, rigidity 
and smoothness. The company 
continues to work on smooth¬ 
ness as cleaner surfaces ate 
demanded by customers. 

lnveresk achieves smooth¬ 
ness through the chemistry m 
the board. Other manufactur¬ 
ers roll the board harder so that 

the fibres cannot be seen, while 

Tullis Bussell Ltd tells PN«

Recognition of a fund of good¬ 
will on the part of consumers 
towards the carton, and build¬ 
ing on that goodwill while not 
taking it for granted arc both 
now key to the strategy of Pro 
Carton UK, which is part of 
the Association of European 
Cartonboard and Carton Man¬ 
ufacturers. 

Consumer research was 
carried out last year on behalf 
of the association into the car¬ 
ton's image, and presented at 
the PN/lggesund environmen¬ 
tal seminar [PN November 
‘93). This found that of the 
tour principal types of material 
plastics enjoyed the most 
dynamic image as a pack mate¬ 
rial and the most positive envi¬ 
ronmental profile, with 
cartonboard second followed 
by glass and metal. 

One of the challenges fac¬ 



ing Pro Carton, according to 
research, is the tendency of 
consumers to take the material 
for granted. “Cartons work so 
well that people don’t even 
notice them. When things do 
their job that well they may 
indeed leave the impression of 
being dull and uninteresting,” 
explains newly elected chair¬ 
man Richard Dalglcish. 

Contact with and feedback 


from consumers is to be a lead¬ 
ing feature of Pro Carton’s 
policies as a direct result of the 
survey’s findings. A presence is 
planned at two major con¬ 
sumer shows this year: the 
National Federation of 
Women’s Institutes Exhibition 
in June and the BBC Food and 
Drink Exhibition in Novem¬ 
ber, both at the NEC. 

These shows should bring 
the association into contact 
with a wide cross section of 
consumers and will constitute 
an opportunity to hear the 
views ot those who, in the end, 
each pack has to impress. 

Displays will put across a 
message about cartonboard’s 
pedigree, the recycling infra- 
su'ucture, its versatility and will 
quite simply aim to make the 
shopping public aware of the 
carton and its function. The 
- two exhibitions will be 
its largest commitment 
to date in a single year, 
says the association (3, 
The Plain, Thornbury, 
Bristol BSl2 2AG - tel: 
0454 419505, fax: 0454 
413421). 

The historical per¬ 
spective is one which 
will be made much of in 
the presentation to con¬ 
sumers, with examples 
ol older and contempo¬ 
rary cartons. “If you 
show what carton X looked 
like then and what it looks like 
now, you can illustrate the 
advances made in design," says 
Mr Dalglcish. 

Also to be addressed by 
Pro Carton arc the specifiers. 
When practical improvements 
to a pack are available, the 
association will be interested to 
know why packers and retail¬ 
ers choose to stay with the tra¬ 


ditional version. An example of 
this is the siftproof carton for 
sugar, which dues away with 
the inner bag and has a conve¬ 
nient pouring spout. While this 
has caught on in France, it has 
not been taken up by the UK 
industry, says Mr Dalglcish. 

Pro Carton’s research, car¬ 
ried out by HPI, showed that 
consumers atuclicd far mure 
importance to the liinctinnaliiy 
of a pack than its environmen¬ 
tal credentials. But the associa¬ 
tion will nonetheless be 
spelling out its environmental 
message. “Carton waste lias a 
much better chance of realising 
its value than a lot of other 
packaging," says Mr Dalglcish, 
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Corrugated 94, Paris, stand 3121

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Imaginative uses of 
virgin and recycled 


Paul Gander looks at the merits of recycled 
board versus those of and the reasons why 
some carton manufacturers still prefer virgin 


Wheu Quaker made what at 
the time was billed as the 
biggest change to cereal pack¬ 
aging for decades (see PN 
March ‘94} with the launch of 
its two products Feast of 
Flakes and Whole-grain Feast, 
the company specified what is 
clearly a board with a large 
recycled content. 

Not only did Quaker 
choose not to abandon the tra¬ 


dition which associates cereal 
cartons with recycled board, 
but the oval pack demonstrat¬ 
ed that the mix of shorter and 
longer fibres could give the 
technical characteristics such as 
combined flexibility and 
strength that were required. 

According to manufactur¬ 
ers of recycled board, the same 
performance would have been 
possible from virgin. But even 


if there have been published 
complaints from consumers 
about opening and dosing the 
pack, it does show that recy¬ 
cled board can be used just as 
imaginatively and effectively in 
terms of shelf impact. 

Cereals and tissues are two 
sectors which have traditional¬ 
ly used recycled board. 
Because cereals need to be 
sealed in an inner bag for crisp¬ 


ness, this is one area where 
there is lirtle option of using 
lined virgin cartons and elimi¬ 
nating the bag. 

Even in areas such as 
frozen food, where board 
strength and moisture resis¬ 
tance have been central to any 
specification, recycled fibre is 
making inroads into the mar¬ 
ket. Robinson Carton Packag¬ 
ing, where the Quaker Cartons 
are produced, says that it is 
using increasing quantities of 
Fiskeby Frost for its cus¬ 
tomers’ frozen products.

when switching from virgin 
board to recycled. This and 
other considerations such as 
the more critical role of quality 
control should be taken into 
account by any user changing 
board types. 

Iggesund for its part puts 
this differential at 25 per cent 
and highlights the paradox that 
the paper and board industry in 
the UK uses 60 per cent recycled 
fibre in its production while 
recycled cartons inevitably 
require imported material. The 
company makes the point that 
while this may help the waste 
paper problems of other coun¬ 
tries it does nothing to recover 
value from UK waste. 

But while the UK indus¬ 
try as a whole is a keen user 
of recycled fibre, the share 
taken by board for cartons is 
far lower at around 35 per 
cent than the European aver¬ 
age of 60 per cent. Producers 
of recycled board see this as 
an indication of the scope for 
further increases. 

Alastair Thomson, com¬ 
mercial director at Jowctts Ltd 
(0532 795041), agrees with 
Iggcsund’s view that brands 
concerned with runnability 
and high quality print still 
tend to opt for virgin fibre- 
board. Some users, given the 
environmental acceptability of 
reduced packaging and the 
possible cost savings involved, 
arc moving into coated virgin 
fibre cartons and dispensing 
of inner bags, he says. 

Guaranteeing the consis¬ 
tent quality of cartonboard of 
whatever type has never been 
easy, but newer grades of vir¬ 
gin board especially are giving 
carton converters the results 
they want. Robinson, for 
example, reports a nil com¬ 
plaints record for cartons pro¬ 
duced over the past 18 months 
using Simcotc, a coated folding 
boxboard from United Paper 
Mills, trading in the UK as part 
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United Paper Mills' Slmpele Mill In Finland: the company trades In the UK as part of Flnnboard 


ments. Migration from the ink 
content of chipboard is the 
gre.irest risk, says Brian Riding, 
sales and marketing manager at 
the company (0^37 842061). 

In many ways, carton pro¬ 
ducers see the selection criteria 
for the two broad types of fibre 
converging, both in terms of 
price and quality. Whereas in 
the late 1980s users saw a steep 
rise in rho price of virgin fibre 
based folding boxboard - with 
three price rises in just a year - 
prices have been much closer 
for the past two years or so. 

Meanwhile, the range of 
options available with recycled 
board lvas grown and, accord¬ 
ing to carton manufacturers, 
the higher quality recycled | 
boards are approaching the 
performance levels of virgin 
cartonboard with vast 
improvements in print quality, 
too. Many cartonmakers have 
invested in equipment for con¬ 
verting recycled board, -and so 
are more likely to keep using it. 

Jowctts believes that it is 
now much easier for users to 
make informed material choic¬ 
es. ** People are actually looking 
at what works for them, rather 
than just being bowled along 
on the environmental band¬ 
wagon,” says Mr Thomson. 
Fiskeby sees the ‘virgin v recy¬ 
cled’ debate as potentially dam¬ 
aging the market as a whole. 

“I believe that this debare 
detracts from what should be 
our main objective - to pro¬ 
mote the advantages of cartons 
and cartonboards generally. 
All cartons come from a 
renewable and natural raw 
material resource,” emphasises

Improvements to NorFlute, 
ibe F-flutc board produced by 
Norwich Corrugated Board 
(NCB), have resulted in the 
gauge being further reduced to 
an average 900 -1000 microns 
enabling the flute to be litho as 
well as flexo printed. 

When NorFlute was ini¬ 
tially launched in the UK. (see 
PN - Dec 1993) the average 
thickness of the gauge was 
from 1200 to 1400 microns. 

“NorFlute is so thin it 
allows the converter to use 
standard litho technology. 
Tests have given excellent reg¬ 
istration and colour reproduc¬ 
tion”, says Jeff Hare sales 
director at NCB. 

“The litho presses have to 
cope with tolerances of up to 
1000 microns," Mr Hare tells 
PN: “Our tests were carried 
out on standard presses operat¬ 
ing at this thickness and all the 
printers who have been work¬ 
ing with us during this devel¬ 
opment process have reported 
that running NorFlute is no 
different to running carton- 
board of a similar thickness.”
